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Near Worthington Ridge in an area of mostly 19th-century houses. 
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This house has a two-bay facade with a right entry. The trabeated 
entry has plain pilasters with molded capitals and a plain frieze topped 
by a molded cap. Windows are fitted with recent 6-over-6 sash; there 
is no second-floor window in the entry bay. There is a partially 
framed-in porch to the right, a new picture window on the left ele- 
vation, and a modern garage extension to the rear. 
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Although it is in excellent repair, this house retains almost no ori- 
ginal exterior fabric. Nonetheless, it is significant as an example of 
the type of small, plain dwelling built throughout much of the 18th and 
early 19th centuries. Numerous alterations to this house, including 
changes in fenestration, a concrete-clad foundation, and the added 
porch and garage, make it extremely difficult to put a precise date 

on the building. The orientation of the house and the trabeated entry 
detail create an overall appearance of a small house from the Greek 
Revival period. 
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
